BROOKLYN, N Y., Jan. 2],—There is 


every indication of serious work today 
in connection with the street railway 
strike. The mobilising of the first bri- 
gade, composed" of New York city regi- 
ments, which comprises 4 600 men, 
makes the total number of troops now 
under arms in Brooklj n 8.000. These 
men, with tha assistance of the police 
are expected to guara the property of 
the surface railways which form a mesh- 
work of rails and wires throughout a 
city of ovef 1.000 000 inhabitants 
The 


car sheds and power stations of the va- 
rious lines are naturally regarded as the 
points to be particularly guarded, but 
mischief may be done anywhere on the 
many miles ol track. 


The refusal of the companies to 


promise reinstatement of strikers when 
the litter had indicated a willingness 
to call the fight off upon that one con- 
dition has had the effect of making 
many of them, hitherto peaceably dis- 
posed, desperate and ready to partici- 
pate in acts of violence directed against 
the property of the corporations. 


It is possible that the only line not 


hitherto involved in the strike, known 
as the Coney Island line, running on 
Smith and Jae streets, will now be 
brought in the trouble and subjected 
to a tie-up 
The men on the DeKalb 


line, who on Friday resumed work un- 
der a compromise with the company, 
may be called out also. 


Acts of violence in the supposed in- 


terest of the strikers have been a'most 
continuous in one part or-another of 
the city for the last forty eight hours. 


During last night trolley wires were 


cut in all directions, those who per- 
formed the work escaping detection. 
Early in the day a mob blocked the 
Seventh avenue line, from Twelfth to 
Twentieth street, moving off from one 
place as the militia or police approach- 
ed and congregating a short distance 
away a few moments later, thus avoid- 
ing a collision with the representatives 
of the law, while effectually stopping 
traffic for more than an hour. 


About S o'clock a mob numbering a 


thousand or more stoned a Summer 
avenue car neaf Broadway and Flush- 
ing avenue 
An ambulance call indi- 


cates that some have been injured, but 
at tha present writing particulars are 
lacking. 
Officials of the Broadway, 


Queens County and Suburban road say 
they will run cars on their lints today.

molested much and the reason for the 
limited accommodation was said to he 
owing to the fact that the companies 
had not secured sufficient men to run 
the cars. At 10 o'clock fifteen cars on 
the Seventh avenue line of the Atlantic 
avenue system had been put in opera- 
tion. 
Thirty motornien reported at 


the depot before 9 o'clock. Those not 
on cars are held in reserve. 


The hope of a peaceful settlement of 


the trouble has not been abandoned, 
Mayor.

BROOKLYN, N Y., Jan. 2],—There is 


every indication of serious work today 
in connection with the street railway 
strike. The mobilising of the first bri- 
gade, composed" of New York city regi- 
ments, which comprises 4 600 men, 
makes the total number of troops now 
under arms in Brooklj n 8.000. These 
men, with tha assistance of the police 
are expected to guara the property of 
the surface railways which form a mesh- 
work of rails and wires throughout a 
city of ovef 1.000 000 inhabitants 
The 


car sheds and power stations of the va- 
rious lines are naturally regarded as the 
points to be particularly guarded, but 
mischief may be done anywhere on the 
many miles ol track. 


The refusal of the companies to 


promise reinstatement of strikers when 
the litter had indicated a willingness 
to call the fight off upon that one con- 
dition has had the effect of making 
many of them, hitherto peaceably dis- 
posed, desperate and ready to partici- 
pate in acts of violence directed against 
the property of the corporations. 


It is possible that the only line not 


hitherto involved in the strike, known 
as the Coney Island line, running on 
Smith and Jae streets, will now be 
brought in the trouble and subjected 
to a tie-up 
The men on the DeKalb 


line, who on Friday resumed work un- 
der a compromise with the company, 
may be called out also. 


Acts of violence in the supposed in- 


terest of the strikers have been a'most 
continuous in one part or-another of 
the city for the last forty eight hours. 


During last night trolley wires were 


cut in all directions, those who per- 
formed the work escaping detection. 
Early in the day a mob blocked the 
Seventh avenue line, from Twelfth to 
Twentieth street, moving off from one 
place as the militia or police approach- 
ed and congregating a short distance 
away a few moments later, thus avoid- 
ing a collision with the representatives 
of the law, while effectually stopping 
traffic for more than an hour. 


About S o'clock a mob numbering a 


thousand or more stoned a Summer 
avenue car neaf Broadway and Flush- 
ing avenue 
An ambulance call indi- 


cates that some have been injured, but 
at tha present writing particulars are 
lacking. 
Officials of the Broadway, 


Queens County and Suburban road say 
they will run cars on their lints today. 
I'orty-eight patrolmen are off duty to- 
day on sick leave, most of it caused by 
overexertion.

Crowds numbering 20,000 heng about 


the stations where the military are 
posted and annoy the soldiers by jeer- 
ing and pelting them with stones 
All 


night the pickets were subjected to the 
attacks. 
Missiles flew around them 


from the darkness and they could not 
retaliate. 
The Brooklyn 
HeighU 


railway company tried to run three 
cars of the Fulton street line but had 
to abandon the attempt. The motor- 
men were awed by the threats into leav- 
ing their cars on the street and given 
up all attempts to continue their work 
All the cars on this line were stoned 
the windows broken and their motor 
boxes rendered useless. The company 
ran some cars on the Court street and 
Putnam avenue lines 
They were not 


molested much and the reason for the 
limited accommodation was said to he 
owing to the fact that the companies 
had not secured sufficient men to run 
the cars. At 10 o'clock fifteen cars on 
the Seventh avenue line of the Atlantic 
avenue system had been put in opera- 
tion. 
Thirty motornien reported at 


the depot before 9 o'clock. Those not 
on cars are held in reserve. 


The hope of a peaceful settlement of 


the trouble has not been abandoned, 
Mayor. Schieren said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press that he had 
not lost heart and would again attempt 
to effect a compromise. There will be 
a meeting' this afternoon when the 
hoard of arbitration and a committee of 
the strikers will discuss the' situation. 
The men now hold out on only one 
point—that if the strike be declared off 
all the men now on a strike shall be 
taken back and.the new men employed 
during the strike sent back to their 
homes, The mayor, believes that the 
companies who are now obdurate will, 
recede from their position > and allow 
the men to return.
